1. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution.

Claims 1 -1 1 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fail to teach or fairly suggest the steps of "simulating 
the classes of traffic to determine one or more QoS mechanisms for configuring the 
nodes such that the identified criteria are satisfied" and "determining multiplexing gains 
of the classes of traffic in the links based on the simulated classes of traffic" as recited 
in claim 1 . It is noted that the closest prior art, Yin et al. (US Patent No. 6,442,138) 
shows a method of identifying traffic parameters and class of service and determining 
QoS parameters associated with the requested connection in Figures 2 and 3, column 
5.
